There are immense quantities of 


beautiful new woolen materials, with 
woven borders of all kinds and widths. 
Such materials it is determined are to 
remain in vogue for some time, or at 
least till we have tbin cotton and linen 
tissues, though the passion for the onca 
admired, though exaggerated, rough 
fabrics is fast fading away, this being 
a natural consequence of the attempt 
made by manufactures to introduce 
cheaper stufifc, which are so thin as to 
require a good liaing to make them 
wearable and serviceable, as well as 
their unbeconiingness to stout figures. 
Many of the handsome wook'n ma- 
terials mentioned above have edges 
bordered with rows of graduated and 
shaded hands of plush, and many of 
the new designs show a series of bands 
of braid. They make up charmingly 
for" visiting toilets in soft colors and 
shades; such as almond, soft fawn, 
wood and chamois, which are suitable 
for all ages. The skirt is generally 
composed of plush, velvet, faille or 
satin, the polonaise or tuiilc and cor- 
sage, of the same shade, of a line or 
coarse woolen material and trimmed 
with one of these bordered tisbues, 
which matches exactly the color ol 
both woolen and plush fabrics. 


There are also new materials with 


colored borders woven along the side, 
and these, like the still fashionable 
drawn borders, look extremely well 
when used to border the different 
parts of an out-door costume. Soma 
pretty styles consist of three colors 
and stuffs — velvet, thin wool anil su- 
rah. 
The tunic falls in a coquille 


plaiting on each side, ornamented with 
one of these striped borders. Striped 
stuffs are also great favorites, »nd, 
these made up alone or combined with 
a plain material torm very stylish cos- 
tumes, the stripes being generally 
raised, and either of plush, velvet, etc , 
or openwork on a colored foundation. 


Young ladies who wish to be in the 


height of fashion must wear quite- 
plain jackets of velvet and plush only 
ornamented with buttons, which are 
now made smaller; but there are very 
pretty jackets of cneaper tissues, such 
as thin cloth or terry velvet, the col- 
ors preferred being dark-blue, black, 
hftvannah and tan. The buttons are 
of wood the color of the foundation, 
engraved with a tiny blossom or 
rosette of a darker or lighter shade. 


Elegant short visiles of black or col- 


ored velvet, or beaded fabrics are 
worn for calling. One of the prettiest 
shapes 1s without plaits at the back, 
and the fronts, with a plaited waist- 
coat of faille finished at the neck with 
square yoke of velvet, open like large 
pelerine sleeves. 
Such a wrap is 


trimmed with fine jet braid interrupted 
by ornaments of cut jet and jet fringe. 
Tight-tttting jackets, closed with me 
row of buttons or clasps, are worn in 
preference by those who can boast tit 
good figures, ornamented with lace, 
detached beaded motifs and bows, and 
revers in front.— The Season.

j& GLADSTONE'S DEFEAT. 


LONDON, June 9'— The Globe says: "A 


most Imperious, powerful and despotic 
Minister has been told that the House of 
Commons must remain fiee and Inde- 
pendent. This is the heaviest fall that 
Mr. Gladstone has ever received, but lie 
will doubtless attempt to regain his posi- 
tion. Only a general election can dispel 
his illusion.

Liberal whips declare that candi- 
dates fully in sympathy with Mr. Glad- 
ston's Home-Rule scheme can be obtained 
in every constituency within two days.

PARLIAMENT TO DISSOLVE. 


LONDON, June 10. — Mr. Gladstone to- 


day informed the House of Commons of 
the Government's Intention to appeal to 
the country, after obtaining the necessary 
votes of supply to tide over the elections. 
Parliament will probably be dissolved on 
June 26. The government whips are less 
sanguine regarding the prospects of the 
Liberals In the coming elections, owing 
to a great dearth of funds and suitable 
candidates.

BELFAST, June 9. — During the rioting 


here last night, fully one hundred houses 
owned by Catholics were wrecked, and 
two burned. The Orange mob broke into 
and depleted all the taverns owned by 
Catholics, and after drinking all the 
liquor they wanted, poured the rest into 
the gutters. 
The mob then paraded the 


streets crying: 
"To hell with the Pope 


and papists." 


LATER. 


During the fighting last night twenty- 


five persons received buckshot wounds. 
The police have been instructed to use 
ball cartridges in case of any renewal of 
the rioting to-night. 


WORSE AND WORSE. 


BELFAST, June 10. — The rioting was 


renewed here this evening, and the riot 
act was again read. The mob increased 
in size and began throwing stones at the 
police. The latter fired, killing four per- 
sons, one of whom was a barmaid, who 
was looking out of- a tavern wiiidow at 
the fighting. The mob returned the fire 
and a brisk 
fusilade was kept up for 


twenty minutes. Soldiers are now parad- 
ing the streets to assist the police incase 
of necessity. 


The mob drove a force of 150 police- 


men into the barracks, and then attacked 
the buildings, firing revolvers and throw- 
ing stones at the doors and windows. 
The police fired, killing five persons. 
Several Protestant clergymen tried to 
disperse the mob, but their efforts were 
unavailing. 
One of the persons killed 


was a widow with two children. 


LYNCH LAW THREATENED.

means the ratio of albuminoids to cur 
bo-hydrate.s, including the fats. 
In in 


cludmer the fats, however, one pounc 
of that is estimated as being equal to 
two of the true carbo-hydrates, as it is 
twice as productive of "heat. The tij; 
ures representing the value are not the 
market prices, but simply a compara 
tive sot of figures. 


It will be seen that flax-seed has a 


large amount of oil which, doubled am 
added to the carbo-hydrates, make i 
very rich in carbonaceous or fattening 
material, and it also has quite a large 
amount of albuminoids, thus making 
it the most valuable food in the listj 
taking all the nutrient^ into account 
Taking enough flax seed to malce one 
hundred pounds of linseed-cake ant1 
extract the oil, the proportion of carbo 
hydrates is much decreased, and the 
albuminoids are increased, but the 
total amount of nutrients is reduced 
and hence the value likewise. 
Bv 


comparing (lax-seed and the cuke wit'l 
corn, it is seen that they have more o: 
all the digestible nutrients than has the 
latter, and consequently a greater 
value as stock food. 


However, in estimating the value of 


any one lYod, the feeder must do mort 
than determine its value by itself, for, 
as a rule, by combining with other 
foods, its worth can be largely in- 
creased. 
Also, the value of any one 


food depends largely on the purpose 
for which it is fed. 


Stock cattle need about one pound 


of digestible albuminoids or 
llesh- 


makers, to twelve of carbo-hydrates 
(including fats) or fattening food, fo 
each 1,000 pounds of animal per day. 
Growing cattle a year old, need one 
pound to seven; fattening cattle 1 to 
5,5; milch cows 1 to 5.4; sheep, 1 to G 
pigs, 1 to 6. 


Now by looking at the table we see 


that flax-seed has one pound of albu 
minoidn to 4.9- carbo-hydrates. 
Lin 


aeed-cake one pound to only two of 
the carbo-hydrates. 
In both case: 


there is more albuminoids than are ae 
tnally needed to meet the wants of al 
most all 
animals, and very much 


more than some need. If then one 
should feed with either one of these 
alone he would do one of two thino*. 
If he could feed tu> much of say the oil 
cake as would furnish all the carbo- 
hydrates as a steer would need there 
would be more of the albuminoids 
than he conK1 use and it would simply 
pass through him and be found in tho 
manure. Should the animal be fed 
imly as much as would furnish what 
albuminoids were wanted 
then 
he 


would not get enough carbo-hydrate; 
and would not thrive. 


Now look at the figures opposite po 


tatoes. It will be seen that 100 pounds 
of these have but a small amount of 
nutrients of any kind, but yet have 10.6 
pmimls of carbo-hydrates to one of al- 
buminoids, very much less of the latter 
than most animals require. Should 
these be fed alone, the reverse of what 
jvonld happen in the other case would 
be the result. In either case food 
would be wasted. 


Now the remedy seems obvious. Ii 


the feeder will take two foods, one 
having an excess of carbo-hydrates and 
the other of albuminoids, by combining 
the two in the proper proportion a 
better-balanced food if made; that is 
one that meets the wants of the animal 
without waste. It is in this wav that 
such concentrated foods as oil cake and 
cotton seed meal should be used. Over- 
rich in albuminoids they can not be fed 
alone to animals without injury; but 
IcdjWJ.th hay> straw- root8 and other 
foods having an excess of carbonaceous 
material, they will not only give to the 
animal their full valne but also make 
the poorer foods much more valuable. 


Flax-seed from which the oil has not 


been extracted is too rich in oil to be 
of very general value an a combination 
food. However, a small portion is 
sometimes quite useful. 
In feeding 


calves on skim-milk a little boiled flax- 
seed can be added with excellent re- 
unite, partly from its nutritive and 
partly from ito medicinal effect. A 
very little flax-seed added to the ration 
of any animal will insure a smooth, 
Blowy coat of hair.—CWnxw'j Burnt 
World.
